RUMOR WAS ORIGINATED IN CHICACO

There Is n Reduetion of Nates to
Sounthern Polints, but It Was Ex-
pected and Cansed No Flurry

The furty In looal rallway circles Frie
day, caused by the clreulation of a romor
that the Hock Tstand road Had oul Jte oaste
bound gralnh rate from  Missourl rlver
pointa {o Chicago & cents por 100 pounds, &
reduction of 28 per cent, has beon traced to
gome misinformation first published In &
Chicago paper and reproduced as goepel truth
in a loeal pubileation. There appenrs to be
no truth In the report. The loeal office of
the road Las not yot been advised of the res
duetion, and the frelght ofMelals of other
lines are {nellned to disbelleve (L,

The misinformation updoubtedly orliginated
from the fact that a new gralo tarlit on ships
ments from lowa to southern polnts be-
came effective yesterday. This will be a pro=
portional rate on shipments from lowa,
routed from Omuha or Councll Bluffs to St
Joseph, Kansag Clty and Leavenworth, The
new rate will be 8 cents per 100 pounds, &
ridluction of & cents, to meet the Missourd
Pacifie's rate, 1o order that the Rock lsland
may compete for business destined south. The
new rate applles to shipments of rye, oath,
barley and corn,

So far there has appearad no slgn that the
Nobraska or lTowa lines are about to eut
their grain rates. Tho freaght officiala hore
say that it Is good, cold, dry weather that Is
needad to dry out the corn, and that such
wenther will do more (o move the corn
out of the state than any cut I frelght
rates,  That was thoe opluion expressed by
Assitant General Freight Agent Wood of
tho Union Pacific yestorday, and is heard
repeated dally by othor freight men.

The Western Frelght assoclation will meet
on March 1. 11 any cut s made by wostern
ronds dn casthound graln eates it will un-
doubledly be done at thak time, but as yot
there has been given no indieatlon that sueh
a move will be made, Frelght men who
comse In from the state ropord that the corn
15 deyline rapidly, anmd that If ¢old weather
eontinues for awhlle Q¢ will be o the very

best conditjon. Binee the announdciment
some two wooks ago that groat qoantitios
of ¢orn In Nebraska wes rofting  hundreds

of lurge coiba to protect the corn from tho
duampness of the ground have been built
throughout the state by dodividual grain
men, by the raltvoad companies and by the
Omala Elevator comjmany.

J, I Hesler, genoral superintendent of
the Durlingron, gave that there s a large
shipment of corn ont of Nebragska now in
PrORTESS, The othor western s=tales are
ghipping rome, but the majority ls golng
out of Nebrasha, 1t Is golng out through
the southern outlotd, St Louwls and tlhoe Mis-
sleeippl and’ Galveston t5 the gull. Thoese
two places are the natyral outlet for the
grain during the winter months, However,
Mr. PBeslor sava there is o vaat amount of
prain storeld in the woest, which will be
sliipped east gs goon as navigation opens.

In a recent intorview oG Riee, snperine
tendentsof the linois linea of the Burling=
ton, salid that about the last of March a tre-
mendous grain rosh would begln over these
central Unes leading Into Chieugo, which will
coatinue throvgh the month of April. It is
abaolutely certain, he gald, and nothing can
prevent if. The castern buyers (10 not want
tho grain for expord In the winter, and eaut-
orn roads eanpot handle tt,  The Burlington,
